My husband came into 
the room where I was doing 
a little picking up the other 
day. He had the most un¬ 
usual expression on his face 
and he just looked at me 
and said “Eric says that 
dunking donuts doesn't look 
as if it tastes good” . . . 
He was jiust kind of in shock 
that his son would think 
suoh a dreadful thing. 

We both come from a long 
line of very talented dunk- 
ers. We are the type that 
can dip a roll or donut very 
deep into the cup and never 
soil our fingers and never, 
never have any unsightly 
drips on either cuff or shirt 
front, to say nothing of the 
chin. 

This is truly a lost art. I 
believe it started to fade 
away just about the same 
time as the saucering of 
coffee. There too was a rare 
art to saucer the coffee and 
then get it back in the cup 
without spilling a drop on 
the table cloth. 

Why I had a "sauccring” 
and “dunking” grandmother 
that thought the best way 
to wean a baby was on' 
thick cheese sandwiches 
dunked in coffee. Some of 
my earliest recollections of 
a rousing good flun time was 
to stay at her hou.se. For a 
special treat she would take 
me down to the bakery 
where we would sit and 
dunk to our hearts content. 

I was .never sure if my 
mother knew or approved of 
our exploits and I am rea¬ 
sonably sure I didn’t toll her 
just in case. 

Another fun thing to do 
was to buy tamales, fat, and 
round, and piping .hot from 
the man with the little hand 
cart. That was real eating. 
The trick was to get home 
with them while they were 
still warm and smother 
them with ketchup. 

The corner drug store was 
always a marvelous place 
to go with mixed up smells 
of cherry phosphate, malted 
milk and creamy ice cream 
kind of blended together 
with the antiseptic aroma of 
the drugs being compound¬ 
er right on the spot. If you 
were terribly quiet the drug¬ 
gist might let you watch 
him with, his mortar and 
pestle as he worked his 
magic . . . You could always 
count on seeing the gang 
over a coke or a soda as 
they drifted in and out. 

That went out about the 
time that lace curtains and 
curtain stretchers reached 
their demise. There was 
something so reassu.ringly 
domestic to see the curtains 
all clean and sweet 
stretched out on their rack 
and nails to dry in the sun. 
That recalls the memory of 
ammonia water and sponges 
and clean sparkling win¬ 
dows with their countless 
little panes and .dozens and 
dozens of corners. 

My mother allowed me 
the privilege of cleaning all 
of those little corners and 
somehow she brain-washed 
me into thinking I was hav¬ 
ing a good time. 

That was about the time 
of liomemade wine. I was 
allowed to mash the grapes 
and skim the skum as it 
formed on the top. I was 
kind of a dumb kid. They 
even allowed as if it were 
real fun to put the tops on 
home brew and I agreed. 
Those were the days of 
REAL FUN. Gue.ss we’ll j.ust 
have to teach Eric about 
some of the good things in 
life to do like donut dunk¬ 
ing and window corner 
cleaning. ’This boy hasn’t 
lived yet!
